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Lockup Lowdown 

Did a boob-tube blowjob of the OC Sheriff’s Department violate a killer’s constitutional rights?

M SNBC’s Lockup series—the 
one that sends camera crews 
inside jails and prisons to 
craft hagiographic presenta¬ 
tions of cops and showcase the monsters 
and freaks housed there—came to rescue 
the scandal-ridden Orange County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department (OCSD) in 2010. OCSD’s 
embarrassments included the FBI arrests 
and convictions of the sheriff and two 
assistant sheriffs; a deputy caught stealing 
seafood and a fellow deputy lying to protect 
the theft; a deputy 
falsely accusing a 
motorist of intoxi¬ 
cation to cover up 
a deputy-caused 
traffic collision; 
two deputies hid¬ 
ing exculpatory 
evidence, writing 
misleading reports 
and offering disin¬ 
genuous testimony 
in a burglary case; and a deputy commit¬ 
ting suicide when charged with raping a 
12-year-old boy. 

But the biggest reason for the creation 
of Lockup: Extended Stay Orange County 
is that veteran deputies doctored official 
logs, erased video recordings and commit¬ 
ted perjury after inmates claimed guards 
enticed them to commit the grisly, 2006 
sodomy and fatal mutilation of John Derek 
Chamberlain, a pretrial inmate. The inci¬ 
dent generated numerous unflattering 
national headlines, and morale plummeted 
among the decent cops at the agency. 

Though originally broadcast four years 
ago, the OC version of the series—created 
by 44 Blue Productions for NBC News 
and MSNBC—remains a hot topic inside 
Superior Court Judge John Conley’s Santa 
Ana courtroom as he presides over the 
capital case of People v. Daniel Wozniak. 
The controversy isn’t because the show 
failed to hail deputies as god-like in brav¬ 
ery and compassion or because the show¬ 
cased inmates weren’t sufficiently terrify¬ 
ing. In six episodes, the show achieved 
its mission to air nothing but positive, 
rehabilitating OCSD imagery. 

A debate lingers, however, about whether 
deputies slyly used freelance Lockup pro¬ 
ducer Suzanne Ali to trample Wozniak’s 
constitutional rights. More exactly: Did 
OCSD violate well-established court rules 
by guiding Ali to the double-murder defen¬ 
dant’s cell in hopes of obtaining incrimi¬ 
nating statements that would land him on 
California’s death row at San Quentin State 
Prison instead of serving a life sentence 
without the possibility for parole? 

For prosecutor Matt Murphy; one of 


his investigators; related OCSD deputies; 
Ali; and her civil lawyer, Kelli Sager, the 
answer is no. They insist the Lockup crew 
roamed the county’s two major jail facili¬ 
ties—the central jail in Santa Ana and the 
Theo Lacy Jail in Orange—and out of more 
than 5,100 men in custody at the time, it 
coincidently located Wozniak, recorded 
him and left before his two lawyers inside 
the public defenders’ office, Scott Sanders 
and Tracy Lesage, knew what happened. 

According to Sager, a Los Angeles- 
based expert in First Amendment law 
and my legal counsel at the Weekly for 
many years, there is no proof otherwise. 
She argues Conley should reject efforts 
by Wozniak’s lawyers to force Ali’s sur¬ 
render of notes and unpublished materi¬ 
als. In Sager’s view, the subpoenas are 
an attempt “to rummage through” a 
journalist’s files on “a fishing expedition.” 
California’s “shield law” typically blocks 
contempt charges against reporters who 
refuse to publicly disclose sources or 
unpublished records in court. 

“[The defense subpoenas] appear to arise 
from a convoluted theory that someone 
involved in Wozniak’s prosecution colluded 
with 44 Blue to select Wozniak for the pro¬ 
gram in an effort to obtain incriminating 
information,” Sager told Conley. “In fact, the 
episode depicting Wozniak does not include 
anything even remotely incriminating, a fact 
that has not served to deter his counsel from 
pursuing broad-based discovery from 44 
Blue and others over the past 18 months.” 

The perspective of Sanders and Lesage 
differs. They believe Sager doesn’t under¬ 
stand the criminal-law issues at stake or 
the results of special, 2014-2015 evidentiary 
hearings in People v. Scott Dekraai that 
established certain high-ranking jail depu¬ 


ties are unapologetic liars willing to defraud 
the criminal-justice system at a whim. In 
March, Superior Court Judge Thomas M. 
Goethals declared jailhouse Special Han¬ 
dling unit deputies Seth Tunstall and Ben 
Garcia, who worked closely with Ali, had 
repeatedly committed perjury to mask alli¬ 
ances with informants to unethically entice 
Dekraai—the killer in the 2011 Seal Beach 
salon massacre—to talk about the crime. 

In an 89-page brief filed this month, 
Sanders scoffed at Ali’s claim that she 
found Wozniak without the assistance of 
the Special Handling unit. He says there 
is compelling circumstantial evidence 
that deputies—who aren’t allowed any 
involvement in tricking legally repre¬ 
sented, pretrial defendants into answering 
questions about their criminal charges— 
orchestrated the rendezvous. For example, 
OCSD released emails between Ali and 
deputies that show a prefilming coordina¬ 
tion of potential inmate subjects, though 
they don’t name Wozniak specifically. 

“OCSD knowingly exploited an oppor¬ 
tunity to have an agent [Ali] question the 
defendant and other inmates outside the 
presence of their attorneys,” said Sanders. 

To support his stance, Wozniak’s lawyer 
outlined numerous examples of how Tun¬ 
stall, Garcia and a third Special Handling 
deputy, Bill Grover, worked in league with 
Lockup to produce compelling, if heavily 
manufactured, “reality” television glorify¬ 
ing OCSD. Unbeknownst to viewers, the 
deputies staged fake scenes, manipulated 
inmate housing for visual impacts, reck¬ 
lessly used confidential records as props 
and—with convincing sincerity—said pre¬ 
posterous lines to mislead the public. 

Featured inmate Jeremy Bowles illus¬ 
trates the point. Bowles, a Southern Cali¬

fornia gangster and prolific home-invasion 
robber, bragged on camera that he’d mur¬ 
dered more than 29 people and took delight 
in seeing victims quiver, hearing screams 
and seeing blood. The gravelly voiced 
Lockup narrator called the “confession” one 
of the series’ most important accomplish¬ 
ments and celebrated Special Handling 
unit deputies as modern-day super-sleuths. 

Sanders wasn’t impressed. “If Ali had 
made another fortuitous find—this time, 
somehow locating Bowles without the assis¬ 
tance again of Special Handling—it was a 
prophetic selection,” he said. “It allowed not 
only for mesmerizing television, but [also] 
enabled Grover and the Special Handling 
unit to purportedly solve 29 murders—per¬ 
haps the greatest investigative accomplish¬ 
ment in the history of Orange County” 

But the drama—still airing in reruns— 
was fake. OCSD and the show concealed 
that Bowles was an informant working 
with the department at the time to win 
personal benefits. In fact, they helped to 
drape this inmate in a deceiving protective 
shield by allowing him to rant on camera 
about his lethal hatred of all snitches. 

Worse, the so-called joint Lockup/ 
OCSD achievement couldn’t have been 
more fluff. The 38-year-old Bowles is in 
prison today for burglary, robbery, theft 
and the attempted murder of a Buena 
Park police officer. After the show’s staff 
packed up and left, deputies didn’t arrest 
him on a single murder count. 

To Sager, questionable show contents 
are immaterial to the First Amendment 
dispute. She claims Sanders’ subpoenas 
are based on “mere speculation” that Ali’s 
records could assist the defense. 

But, Sanders says, potential evidence 
that OCSD cheated is a key factor in the 
penalty phase against Wozniak. He wants 
the judge to inspect Ali’s files because he 
believes the trial rights of a man facing 
state execution trump a reporter’s qualified 
protections. “Proof that the OCSD directed, 
facilitated, and then covered up its efforts 
to illegally obtain statements from Woz¬ 
niak—which they knew may not be intro¬ 
duced at the trial, but would be published 
to the community at large—supports an 
argument that the government engaged in 
outrageous government conduct,” he said. 

Conley, a former prosecutor whom 
Sanders is trying to recuse because of his 
connection to a previous informant scan¬ 
dal, has not announced when he will rule.

The OC Weekly Guide to 
Chinese Birth Tourism

ast March, federal agents from 
the FBI, IRS and Homeland 
Security Investigations ripped 
through dozens of apartments 
and several homes in Los Angeles, San 
Bernardino and Orange counties, target¬ 
ing locations they believed to be so-called 
“birthing houses”—essentially, dorms for 
birth-tourism agencies that offer vacation¬ 
like packages for pregnant couples in China 
seeking to give birth on American soil. 

In an apartment building just across the 
street from John Wayne Airport, agents 
found dozens of women and babies and 
a handful of mostly Mandarin-speaking 
cooks and nurses. The investigators seized 
boxes upon boxes worth of documents, 
notebooks and computers. 

The Chinese birth-tourism industry in 
Southern California, which has operated 
for years more or less undisturbed, was 
blown up. 

But how does it work? How do these 
women get from China to Southern Cali¬ 
fornia—and why? Well, it’s just like how 
you’d buy a vacation package. 

Plentiful ads in Chinese newspapers 
and on Chinese websites extol the ben¬ 
efits of United States citizenship, from 
easier access to American universities and 
government jobs to the travel privileges 
associated with an American passport. 
These ads are placed by companies that 
offer birthing packages to wealthy Chi¬ 
nese. Often (as was the case with You Win 
USA Vacation Resort, an OC-based firm 
raided in March), the companies are run 
by recent immigrants to the United States 
with staff or business partners in China. 

The packages include everything from 
room and board to pre- and post-natal 
care, holiday excursions, and help navigat¬ 
ing the United States bureaucracy. 

As part of its investigation, Home¬ 
land Security sent undercover agents to 
patronize You Win USA Vacation Resort. 
According to an unsealed affidavit, Chao 
“Edwin” Chen told an undercover agent 
that the company would help a family 
member apply for a visa while giving the 


agent a tour of one of You Win’s rented 
apartments at the Carlyle, a luxury apart¬ 
ment complex in Irvine whose amenities 
include poolside flat-screen TVs, outdoor 
fireplaces and a concierge service. 

“In China, I have the visa.... I have 
employees who handle visas—everything 
is there,” Chen allegedly told an agent. “I 
will tell my colleagues in China to call her. 
They will tell her to send an email to him 
and what [documents] she needs to pre¬ 
pare. ... After she has all of them ready, 
they will help her make an appointment 
to go to the United States Embassy.” 

When asked if Chen’s employees would 
help prepare someone for the interview, 
Chen replied, “They’ll prep her on how to 
... for example, how to answer the ques¬ 
tions,” according to the affidavit. 

While it is not illegal for people to travel 
to the United States to give birth, difficulty 
in acquiring visas leads birth-tourism com¬ 
panies to have their clients apply for tourist 
visas and to keep up appearances of being 
a tourist. When a pregnant woman pur¬ 
chases a birthing package in China, she will 
often be trained online or in person by an 
employee of the birthing company on how 
to complete the visa process, from what 
documentation is needed to what might be 
asked and even what a person should wear. 

As part of the investigation, You Win’s 
employees coached an undercover Customs 
and Border Patrol agent on how to craft 
a perfect backstory, advising the agent to 
come up with a false employment history 
and apply for a visa jointly with someone 
who has a strong travel history. “The trainer 
stated that [Undercover Agent 2]’s husband 
must have friends and those friends must 
have companies: ‘Find out if any of his 
friends own companies. As long as he owns 
a company, it doesn’t matter how big the 
company is. So he can get you... proof of 
income,”’ the affidavit reads. 

The company also advised the agent to 
first fly into Hawaii and to purchase a tour 
package before heading to Los Angeles due 
to the perceived difficulty of passing through

customs at LAX. Once in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, the pregnant women stay in apartments 
rented by the birth-tourism companies. 
Their visit lasts approximately three 
months, during which time they are shuttled 
to restaurants, shopping malls, and land¬ 
marks such as Disneyland and Sea World. 

The women will eventually give birth at 
an Orange County hospital, often skipping 
out on all or a majority of the bill. In Feb¬ 
ruary 2014, a Chinese couple gave birth at 
Fountain Valley Hospital. Of the $28,845 
bill, they paid $4,080 before leaving the 
country, despite a bank account balance in 
excess of $200,000. Since 2013, approxi¬ 
mately 400 children have been born at 
Fountain Valley Hospital with addresses 
belonging to apartments rented by You 
Win, according to the affidavit. 

After the baby is born, the family spends 


rial witnesses had flown from the country, in 
addition to the wife of one of the witnesses. 
In response, the federal government filed 
warrants against all 11, charging them with 
lying on their visa applications, obstructing 
justice and being in contempt of court. 

Further investigation revealed that two 
of the witnesses had received aid from 
their then lawyer to leave the country, 
according to a separate complaint filed 
earlier this month. Ken Z. Liang, an attor¬ 
ney based out of Irvine, had represented 
four people during the investigation. A 
judge removed him as lawyer after two of 
his clients had left the country. 

“Material witness Yi and her husband 
paid $6,000 to Liang. In exchange, Liang 
acquired the plane tickets, and then 
accompanied them to the airport for their 
departure flight to China,” the complaint 
reads. Investigators failed to stop the air¬ 
planes the women were on in time; their 
husbands had purchased them last-min¬ 
ute tickets through travel agencies.

an additional month in California, while the 
birth-tourism companies apply for Social 
Security cards and passports for the new¬ 
borns. Those documents in hand, the happy 
family heads back to China (though the 
child may return to attend American board¬ 
ing schools once he or she is old enough). 

In addition to the extra stress on the 
medical system from more patients, birth 
tourism raises rents in the areas where 
it is active. A man who wished to remain 
anonymous reported that his rent at a 
luxury apartment complex, which also 
hosts many pregnant Chinese women, 
jumped nearly 15 percent between leases. 

“I’ve lived here for four years, and I 
didn’t start seeing [the women] until two 
and a half years ago. Several different 
groups of them would walk around the lake 
in the morning and evening,” the man said. 
“My rent went up $300. The leasing office 
said they were at capacity, and the rates 
were based on that.” 

Another apartment complex in Irvine, 
which also hosts a large number of 
pregnant Chinese women, has had rent 
increases of approximately 10 percent 
over the past year. 

harges have yet to be filed fol¬ 
lowing the raids, but 29 of the 
recent mothers and fathers were 
declared material witnesses of 
the federal government, requiring they stay 
in the United States during the investigation. 

However, by early May, 10 of the 29 mate- 


One of Liang’s remaining former clients, 
referred to as D.L. in the complaint filed by 
Homeland Security, agreed to cooperate 
with the federal government and placed a 
call to Liang while investigators listened 
in. She offered to pay Liang $6,000 to help 
her leave the country, which he accepted, 
according to the complaint. 

Liang advised D.L. to delete the text 
messages on her phone and to contact him 
using a prepaid cellphone. During an in- 
person meeting, Liang told D.L. that if she 
paid him an additional $1,500 to $3,000, he 
would be able to get her onto an airplane 
“without any travel documents,” accord¬ 
ing to the complaint. Homeland Security 
arrested Liang as he prepared to take D.L. 
to meet his conspirators. During an inter¬ 
view, he told investigators that he did not 
actually have any connections and talked 
up a plan so he could take money from D.L. 

Liang remains in jail without oppor¬ 
tunity for bail. Last week, a federal judge 
determined that because of his fluency 
in Mandarin, extensive travel history and 
claims made to D.L., he is a flight risk. 

While the only people so far charged 
with crimes have been Liang and the 10 
witnesses who have fled the country, the 
raids may have already successfully reduced 
birth tourism in Southern California. 

Earlier this month, a Chinese consultant 
who organizes birth-tourism trips told the 
Chinese edition of The New York Times that 
business has already dropped 30 percent.

Following the Ramen Cult 

The ramen at Costa Mesa’s Hakata Ikkousha can be a religious experience

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I ’m a noodle-soup agnostic. Pho. 

Niu rou mian. Thai boat noodle. I 
love all these warm bowls of instant 
comfort equally. So long as it comes 
out steaming-hot, has a good broth to sip 
and springy noodles to chew, I’m in my 
happy place. But ramen? Ramen is some¬ 
thing else entirely. Ramen is not for casual 
worship. It’s the noodle soup with cultish 
obsessives who’d be able to tell you what 
pH of alkalinity gives the noodles their 
characteristic golden hue or why the oil 
that floats on the surface of the soup is 
important (answer: it acts as insulation, 
keeping it hotter longer). 

I was reminded of the ramen cult when 
I went to the new Hakata Ikkousha in 
Costa Mesa. A television plays a video of 
the intense-looking founder talking about 
the strict quality controls at his growing 
ramen empire. When he isn’t shown stir¬ 
ring a big pot of soup or inspecting the 
noodles as closely as if he’s looking for 
head lice, he’s posing with his arms folded 
and his brow furrowed, Iron Chef- style. 
The video goes on. It shows the noodles 
being made in a factory so clean and mod¬ 
ern it could produce Intel microchips. 
Then it takes on the optimal thickness 
for slicing the roast pork and how the 
froth in a properly aerated bowl of soup is 
essential. All of this would seem boastful 
if there weren’t awards to back up these 
claims or if Hakata Ikkousha’s empire 
didn’t extend from Japan to Indonesia, 
Singapore, China, Vietnam, Taiwan, Aus¬ 
tralia, Hong Kong and now the U.S. 

The ramen menu is simple, with only 


five bowls to choose from. There’s a basic 
tonkotsu, a shio, a jet-black bowl made 
with sesame and garlic paste, a miso, and 
a spicy one labeled “God Fire.” Then there 
are the obligatory ancillary items, such as 
extra toppings, gyoza, a fried-chicken dish 
and four choices of rice. If it’s your first 
time, you’ll want the classic: the tonkotsu, 
with the noodles prepared “hard” so they 
retain their chewiness from start to finish. 

As with all bowls of tonkotsu, the broth 
isn’t so much a broth as it’s a meal unto 
itself—thick, rich and salty. If you give it 
the opportunity to cool, you could pour 
it onto mashed potatoes and call it gravy. 
Ikkousha, as with others of the Hakata 
school, boils its soup long and hard from 
a big pot of pig bones. And if the transla¬ 
tion from its website is correct, it uses “pig 
head and spine.” The resulting brew is 
creamy, balanced and homogenous where 
the broth at Santouka across the street 
tends to be oilier. And yes, since the soup 
is sifted through a sieve as it’s poured from 
some prescribed height, froth forms on the 
edges of the bowl. Does that add anything? 
I’d rather debate Creationism with a Bible 
scholar than tell the founder it didn’t. 

After you’ve graduated from the basic 
bowl, go directly to the “God Fire.” This 
isn’t to say the inky, black, sesame-fla¬ 
vored soup isn’t unique with its pleasant 
hint of bitterness offsetting the salt and 
sweetness; I’m just saying the “God Fire” 
is so much better. It’s offered in customiz¬ 
able levels of hotness from one to four. 

So far, I’ve only been brave enough to 
try level one, which already scalded me 


enough that I used five napkins to soak 
up the sweat from my brow and asked for 
three refills of water. Since I managed to 
drink every drop of the red soup—scrap¬ 
ing the bowl clean down to the gritty leav¬ 
ings of pepper at the bottom—it probably 
means I’m ready for level two. Who needs 
a digestive tract, anyway? 

Toppings range from the unnecessary 
(extra green onions) to the essential (a boiled 
egg). You need this egg. It’s cooked just until 
the whites are set, but the yolk reaches that 
luscious state between solid and liquid. If 
you’ve got $6, opt for the premium toppings; 
your bowl will be lavished with snappy 
bamboo shoots, nori, the egg and extra slices 
of the deli-thin pork, which are draped over 
the brim as if drying laundry. 

As a side item, I prefer the fried chicken 
to the gyoza. Though delicate, the dump¬ 
lings are expensive for what amounts to 
five fingertip-sized pieces that wouldn’t 
satisfy a hamster. The chicken, however, 
is glorious—a big, honking dark-meat 
filet, gnarled from the fryer, its shim¬ 
mering skin rendered to a bubbled fleck 
of crispness and the meat bursting juice 
when you tear into it. The fried rice is also 
pretty wonderful. It’s onion-y, tossed with 
bits of meat and egg in a blazing wok—just 
as good as the fried rice Din Tai Fung 
makes and, I dare say, worthy of its own 
cultish following.

W illowick Golf Course has long 

been a marvel: The oldest 18-hole 
public golf course in Orange County, its 
a place where any working-class stiff or 
retiree can enjoy a round in the middle of 
the barrio. And it's also endangered. For 
years, the cities of Santa Ana and Garden 
Grove (which owns its 100 acres) have 
drafted various plans to level the greens 
and replace it with... something. A water 
park. More housing and shopping. A 
terminus for a proposed light-rail system. 

Elitist bastards. Go to Willowick's club¬ 
house restaurant on a Monday morning, 
and you see all the culture a city needs. 
Vietnam and Korean vets chiding the 
Desert Storm and Iraq War young guns 
in their group. Middle-class Chicanos 
getting in a quick game before going off 
to bigger and better courses later in the 
week with their gabacho bosses; ladies 
in their LPGA best. The Budweiser and 
Jameson flow freely, even at 8 in the 
morn. And everyone enjoys as honest 
and cheap a breakfast as there is left in 
this ever-gentrifying county. 

Its Norms for duffers: pancakes, 
omelets, breakfast sandwiches, even a 
great breakfast burrito. A whiteboard offers 
the daily specials—sometimes, it might be 
Spam and eggs your way; other days, its a 
"pancake sandwich," which is really noth¬ 
ing more than two pancakes over eggs and 
your choice of meat, with crunchy hash 
browns on the side. Lunch brings salads, 
fat sandwiches and one of the better tri¬ 
tips around. The burger is probably the best 
thing here, a steamed ham of glory. 

Yeah, this is simple food. But it's a 
place that brought back my pal from the 
grips of stage-four cancer, a man we 
know as the Butcher because he has 
practiced the craft for 35 years. He loves 
hipster food, knows his Jason Quinns 
from Carlos Salgados. But this is where 
the Butcher is at peace, complementing 
a changing city and fearing what will 
happen to his beloved Willowick: If it's 
good enough for him, it's great for the 
rest of us. In the meanwhile, all we can 
do is grub and drink—and you should, 
too, while you can.

Beyond the Buffet 


Thali lunch at Rasoi Curry Point 


I t’s an all-you-can-eat-buffet world 
out there when it comes to Tustin’s 
Indian restaurants—not that there’s 
anything wrong with that. Dosa 
Place, Haveli and India Kitchen all put out 
never-ending steam-table arrays worthy 
of a maharajah. But for an all-you-can-eat 
experience that seems even more fit for a 
king, I prefer Rasoi Curry Point. 

Here is an AYCE that isn’t a buffet: 
it’s thalis, round trays crammed with 
little metal bowls, all filled with different 
dishes. Think of it as the Indian version 
of a Japanese bento box, except with 
unlimited refills. And when you’re at 
Rasoi Curry Point, you don’t get up to get

your second helping; the second helping 
comes to you. Sometimes the naan isn’t 
particularly great, but the egg curry is 
always solid, and you are supplied with 
lots of chutneys, cooling yogurts and more 
food than you can handle for a weekday 
lunch—and for less than $9.

But a 
quick note:

The Fault and Our Stars 


San Andreas cracks California, but asks us only to care for the Rock

T he San Andreas fault stretches 
810 miles up the Pacific 
coast, roughly the length of 
a 413 Dwayne “The Rock” 
Johnsons lying end to end. When it 
rumbles, we’ll need all of them to spring 
into action—although, as Brad Peyton’s 
San Andreas warns, that still won’t be 
enough to save the day. 

Disaster films offer the thrill of an 
impossible enemy. There’s no hope of a 
hero who can stop the shaking, soothe the 
tsunamis and snuff the fires, not even the 
260-pound Johnson, who here rips off a 
car door with his bare hands. No, these 
events could happen, and these flicks let 
us grapple with chaos for 90 minutes and 
emerge unscathed, like submissives glee¬ 
fully cowering under a black leather boot. 

Johnson plays a first responder named 
Ray, a divorcing father of two who lost 
one of his daughters to a rafting accident 
and his wife, Emma (Carla Gugino), to 
his inability to open up about that pain. 
His surviving child, Blake (Alexandra 
Daddario), is leaving Los Angeles for col¬ 
lege, and Ray is to hand her over to British 
architect Daniel (loan Gruffudd), Blake’s 


stepdad-to-be, whose private plane will 
fly her to her school in Seattle, with just a 
brief stop to visit Daniel’s new skyscraper 
in San Francisco. What could go wrong? 

Everything, of course. You would know 
even if you ignored the title and trailer, as 
the film is thick with doom. In the open¬ 
ing shot, Peyton pans over Los Angeles as 
if he can’t wait for the apocalypse—even 
the font identifying it as the San Fernando 
Valley is a war-blasted, gunmetal gray. 
Minutes later, a Caltech geology teacher 
(Paul Giamatti) assures himself a failing 
score on RateMyProfessor when he scares 
his classroom with the likelihood of a 
9.4-plus earthquake hitting the city isn’t 
“a matter of if, but when.” For a kicker, he 
adds that it’s a century overdue. 

San Andreas can’t wait for the carnage. 
The problem is, it’s too chicken to ask 
us to comprehend it. It’s all big, distant, 
unfathomable wreckage—all shattering 
skyscrapers and rippling cityscapes—with 
no sense of the human cost. Even Gareth 
Edwards’ Godzilla knew to zoom in on 
a desperate dog once in a while. And 
Roland Emmerich’s unfairly maligned 
2012 understood that its story was a trag¬ 


edy. Emmerich gave us truly awesome 
images—a battleship smashing into the 
White House—and added gravitas and 
grief. He was willing to let characters die, 
so we knew that all his staggering visuals 
came at a price. But San Andreas wants 
the applause without the tears, offering 
no emotional impact, just cool shots of 
streets splintering apart. 

Our CG blockbusters have sanitized 
death as something sad and vague that 
happens to people without faces. In San 
Andreas, victims don’t die, they simply 
trudge by as if doomed zombies and dis¬ 
appear into the margins as the camera 
charges after Johnson and Gugino, rac¬ 
ing toward San Francisco to save their 
daughter. The film never doubts that Ray 
and Emma (or, really, just Ray) can find 
Blake in a city without cell service and 
swoop her up out of the flood. But John¬ 
son is the wrong type of hero for a film 
like this. In the face of consuming disas¬ 
ter, we don’t need a superhuman jock. We 
need an average man or woman, someone 
who looks like us, just doing what he or 
she can. 

Peyton keeps the film so focused on 


Ray’s family that San Andreas begins to 
feel callous. Unlike Steven Spielberg’s War 
of the Worlds, a movie with the courage to 
ask if selfishness in a disaster could ever 
be morally excused, Peyton’s film isn’t try¬ 
ing to make us think. Instead, it takes for 
granted that Ray’s concerns are our con¬ 
cerns. But when 8 million people could be 
dead, who cares about this guy’s divorce? 
Though he’s a rescue expert, Ray rarely 
bothers to help strangers. In one scene, he 
deliberately ignores two stranded grand¬ 
parents on the side of a freeway until he 
realizes that the road ahead is blocked. 
Forced to turn around, he apologizes. In 
return, they offer him a plane. In another, 
Ray and Emma blast through the streets 
of San Francisco on a speedboat scream¬ 
ing out for Blake, past another boat whose 
passengers are trying to pull people 
aboard. We’re meant to cheer, but what 
about the civilians chopped up under¬ 
neath them? Who are the real heroes?

Laser bolts can miss 
them by inches, and they'll nonchalantly 
crack a joke about home remodeling, 
as though that seconds-ago near-death 
never happened. Though the whole planet 
is in peril—as ever—their attitude is so 
low-stakes that we forget, too. In the Age 
of Under-Slept Animators, blockbuster 
warfare is just a digital blur. Whedon,

who also wrote the script, recognizes that 
fans come for the kicks but remember 
the quips. He wants to give us everything, 
and that he fits it all in is its own kind of 
feat. Age ofilltron is a middling film, yet 
it's so heavy with his sweat that it never 
feels like a lazy cash-in—which for a pre¬ 
ordained summer megahit is an accom¬ 
plishment. Whedon is a people-pleaser, 
the kind of old-school director who can 
confidently pivot between genres, even 
within the same film. I sometimes think 
Hollywood would better off with more 
master craftsmen like him, and fewer tor¬ 
tured geniuses aping Christopher Nolan. 
(Our film schools would certainly be emp¬ 
tier.)

FAR FROM THE MADDING CROWD 
Though it's hard to believe in 2015, there 
was a time when fictional heroines didn't 
have to be role models, when a character's 
backbone could be more than just a row of 
vertebrae lined up into teachable moments. 
It's wonderful that modern readers love 
Jane Austen—we still warm to the vitality 
of her characters, and to their defiant code 
of self-determination, for good reason— 
but the popular conception of her work has 
recast it as a kind of female-empowerment 
petting zoo, a place to go for "You go, girl!" 
strokes. Is Thomas Hardy, whose socially 
progressive views found their greatest 
expression in his women characters, 
among them the bold and autonomous 
Bathsheba Everdene, next in line for 
the Austen treatment? Please let the 
answer be no. But Thomas Vinterberg's 
pedantic and twisted adaptation of Far 
From the Madding Crowd is a bad sign. 

Its Bathsheba—a Victorian-era woman 
who inherits and capably runs a farm, and 
also rejects the humble man who truly 
loves her in favor of a shallow but dash¬ 
ing soldier—is all wrong, and it's hard to 
know where to lay the blame. As written by 
Hardy, Bathsheba is bracingly whole and 
human; here she's been outlined, and thus 
circumscribed, by an eager student's high¬ 
lighter. Carey Mulligan too often squinches 
her face in a self-satisfied smile, and when 


she comes out with a line like "I have no 
need of a husband"—a bit of dialogue 
completely in tune with Hardy's sensibili¬ 
ties—it's less a natural outburst than like 
something she read in a pamphlet. (PG-13) 
Stephanie Zac harek. Countywide. 

PITCH PERFECT 2 There's enough to 
laugh at in Pitch Perfect2, and the sing¬ 
ing is fun, but the movie doesn't match 
or exceed the polyphonic jubilance of its 
predecessor. It tries to fork over many of 
the pleasures of the first movie without 
changing them around all that much. 
There's a do-or-die competition (this time, 
the team to beat is a bunch of humor¬ 
less Germans who call themselves Das 
Sound Machine), several romances that 
stumble before getting off the ground, 
and the usual ceremonial humiliation of 
the overweight girl. Rebel Wilson once 
again plays Fat Amy, who embraces her 
size with gusto, and you might say she 
makes her entrance ass-backward. Amy 
accepts her fate cheerfully, even though 
the embarrassment she suffers is really 
just sort of blandly unfunny. Pitch Perfect 
2 isn't awful; but despite all its striving 
to give us more, it just doesn't have the 
energy that a sequel needs to leap the 
bar of high expectations. Anna Kendrick, 
that adorable human chipmunk, returns 
as Beca, who is now rounding the end of 
her senior year at Barden College. Her 
sorority-slash-singing group, the Bellas, 
have inducted a new member: Emily (the 
charmingly low-key Hailee Steinfeld). Her 
only flaw is that she happens to have a 
gift for writing her own material, while the 
Bellas favor cover songs. So what's the 
problem, exactly? Meanwhile, Beca has 
become distracted by an internship at a 
recording studio run by an exacting tyrant, 
played, wonderfully, by Keegan-Michael 
Key—every scene he's in has a cracker- 
jack nuttiness, suggesting that, with better 
material, director Elizabeth Banks could 
take the loopy spirit she brings to her film 
performances and translate it into behind- 
the-camera vision. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zac ha rek. Countywide.

POLTERGEIST Poltergeist 2015 is to 
Poltergeist '82 what today's shipped-fro- 
zen-to-the-store Pizza Hut dough is to the 
kneaded-on-site pies the chain's stoned 
cooks tossed in the Reagan era. It's the 
same kind of thing, with the same shape 
and some shared ingredients, but the 
texture's gone limp, and there's no sense 
of occasion about it, and there's some 
unpalatable goop stuffed in the crust. In 
a pinch, it beats pizzalessness—but just 
barely. The corporate strategy is straight- 
up remake: In this new Poltergeist, a fam¬ 
ily moves into a suburban development, 
grooves to some supernatural oddities, 
loses a kid inside a TV, and then spends 
too many scenes hollering at lights in a 
closet. The story's been given a minor 
tech upgrade—you know that drone the 
son gets as a random gift will pay off 
later—but don't expect major surprises. 
Many of the scares are the same, which 
means fans of the original will likely be 
preoccupied comparing them: The scary 
clown doll is now a full box of scary 
clown dolls, which is remake-logic dis¬ 
tilled to its essence. The body-horror sink 
grossout is dialed way back, because a 
'15 PG-13 would run home bawling if it 
ever saw an '82 PG. A fitful, amusing Sam 
Rockwell plays the father, an ex-jock 
who introduces himself to a realtor by 
announcing the job from which he's been 
laid off. Rosemarie DeWitt's character, 
the family's wife and mother, is less well 
drawn, but DeWitt and Rockwell share 
a frisky, vibrant connection. The movie 
peaks with Mom complaining about her 
worn-out undies and Dad hopeful she 
might take them off. It's a shame that 
the ghosts have to arrive. (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

TOMORROWLAND Doom sells, but Brad 
Bird's defiant Tomorrowland wants us 
to question what we're buying. It's hard 
to rally to fix the planet when we've 
been cowed into hopelessness by an 
insurmountable number of threats: war, 
drought, ISIS, famine, global warming, 
peak oil, Ebola, economic unrest. Have 
we become so numb to future destruc¬ 
tion that our cynicism is letting it happen? 
This is complex stuff for a kids' romp, and 
Bird can't figure out how to get started. 
Tomorrowland opens with George 
Clooney, playing pessimistic inventor 
Frank Walker, addressing the audience: 
"This is a story about the future, and the 
future can be scary." Soon, the hero is 
revealed to be high school science whiz 
Casey Newton (Britt Robertson), a stub¬ 
born brainiac who races around in two 
hoodies and a baseball cap. She's out- 
badassed in her own movie by the pint- 
sized Athena (Raffey Cassidy), an android 
ambassador who slips the human a pin 
that transplants Casey—temporarily—to 
a resort called Tomorrowland, a literal 
oasis of ingenuity, a shiny skyscraper 
metropolis whose residents zoom around 
wearing jetpacks—this, says Bird, is 
the future we imagined in the past. Call 
it Aspirational Jetsons. But Frank, once 
a dreamer himself, is now a crackpot 
hermit in a booby-trapped house count¬ 
ing down to Armageddon, the probability 
of which he's calculated as 100 percent. 
Casey and Athena press him into action, 
and Bird layers on plenty of dazzle, but 
his heart is what keeps the story motor¬ 
ing and the ending is perfectly engi¬ 
neered, including a coda that encourages 
all of us to try harder. Bird's made a film 
that every child should see. (PG) Amy 
Nicholson.

Hell Is Jail, Amazon.com 
and Haters 

Grand Central Art Center’s two exhibits speak to the strength of curator John Spiak

M y limited time in jail—several 
hours in Anaheim and a half¬ 
day in Washington, D.C., 
with federal police—did 
little to prepare me for the heaviness in my 
chest as I looked at Jimena Sarno’s instal¬ 
lation Booking Bench Made from Memory 
at Grand Central Art Center (GCAC). 
Suggested by the artist’s visit to Wilshire 
Community Police Station in Los Angeles, 
the seat, made from a plank of wood on a 
metal base, isn’t designed for comfort. Five 
single handcuffs on chains dangle from an 
attached bar, strange stainless-steel fruit 
waiting to grip their teeth into naked wrists. 
The top of the bench is sanded and shel¬ 
lacked, but run a finger or palm against the 
edges, and you’ll come away with splinters. 

The wall facing the bench is blank, 
mind-numbingly white. On the distressed 
concrete floor sits a portable phonograph 
straight out of the 1950s, its long black 
electrical cord plugged into a nearby 
outlet, no intent to tape it down, hide it 
from view or even prevent someone from 
tripping over it. A limited-edition, white- 
labeled vinyl record spins on its turntable: 
the sounds of the building of the bench 
manipulated in a studio to sound like 
a David Lynch soundtrack. When the 
needle finishes playing, sliding into the 
groove at the end of the recording, the 
arm lifts and places it at the beginning, the 
plaintive wail beginning yet again. 

Nearby is Sarno’s companion piece, 
the equally disquieting Homeland. The 
clackety rhythm of tap dancers is heard 
before you enter a doorway constructed 
of thick, black plastic sheets. (Every time 
a cinematic mobster rats out his friends 
and is dismantled with a chainsaw, it’s 
always in a meat locker with the same 
black plastic.) There’s a wall-sized projec¬ 
tion of a body of water, the sterile peace of 
the picture reminiscent of the euthanasia 
montage in Soylent Green. A lifeguard 
tower, sans ladder, faces the projection; 
painted the same amnesiac white as the 
wall in Booking Bench, it hovers like a 
gun turret, nobody inside. Spread on the 
floor are tentacles of cable for a dozen 
speakers, slithering their way across the 
semi-dark room, even more of a threat to 
the safety of the unmindful patron than 
the phonograph cable. Subtly referencing 
slavery, the tap dancing (an early coded 
communication between slaves) and the 
wide expanse of water representing dis¬ 
tance from one’s home country, Sarno’s 
idyllic “beach” and Bench simultaneously 
speak to concerns about surveillance, 


imprisonment and lack of social justice. 
The work is so richly diffused with mean¬ 
ing that nobody viewing the two instal¬ 
lations—and when you go, don’t walk 
in, glance about, then leave; instead, sit, 
listen, watch and let it speak to you—will 
walk out with the same impressions. 

Smaller in scope is xtine burrough’s (her 
lack of capital letters, not ours) equally 
thoughtful Mediations on Digital Labor, a 
deceptively simple take on low-wage jobs, 
burrough solicited work from faceless 
online workers via Amazon Mechani¬ 
cal Turk pages, an addictive website that 
offers piecemeal “HITS” (Human Intelli¬ 
gence Tasks) to anyone willing to do often 
inane “jobs” for a pittance (often as low as 
a penny per task, with more experienced 
workers earning a few dollars per gig). She 
offered workers a quarter to take five min¬ 
utes off work, and then send her a short 
comment about the experience, offering 
others 75 cents for videos of themselves 
chanting meditatively. The comments 
have been chalked out on the floor of 
the gallery, using the natural lines of the 
black utility tile to provide something akin 
to a giant piece of lined paper, with the 
worker’s feedback done in cursive or block 
letters. The Oms have been cut and edited, 
placed on more than 200 hard drives hung 
about the gallery walls like the rise and dip 
of a winding roller coaster. 

The now ephemeral quality of work 
(and lack of security that comes with it) 


JIMENA SARNO 

reveals itself on the installation itself. 
Patrons have to interact with the misery 
of the workers represented: If they want 
to read what has been written, they have 
to stand on other words to do so. Those 
words—and the work represented by 
those words—slowly becomes an inde¬ 
cipherable blur of white chalk dust after 
enough people have shuffled through it. 

With rumors floating about Facebook 
in the past couple of months that some 
local artists feel rebuffed by GCAC cura¬ 
tor John Spiak’s taste in international 
pieces with a political twist, one has only 
to step foot in the exhibitions currently 
on display to realize that it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter if Pablo Picasso himself came back 
from the dead to troll the OC native. The 
work Spiak programs is consistently of 
the highest quality, reasoned, imaginative; 
the artists he commissions probe the con¬ 
science of their audience, demanding they 
be as smart as he gives them credit for. If 
local artists want to whine about not get¬ 
ting enough support from him or GCAC, 
perhaps they just need to be... better.

I don’t really try to look like 
a tough guy” Steve Schultz 
says, struggling to keep a 
straight face while posing 
next to his tiki statue in the corner of 
Costa Mesa Tattoo’s waiting area. 

Schultz has been tattooing for about 
20 years now, so he doesn’t feel the need 
to resemble a ne’er-do-well, as there are 
plenty of less-experienced tattooers to 
carry the macho mantle. Best known for 
some of his Japanese-style work, Schultz 
has been working in and varying his styles 
as he’s gotten older. 

Although he went to art school to be a 
sculptor, Schultz figured the only way to 
make a living would be to commercial¬ 
ize his art. He never imagined he would 
someday choose tattooing as a viable 
medium. “My friends were all getting tat¬ 
tooed in high school, but I always thought 
they looked stupid because I never saw 
any good ones,” Schultz says. “I did a 
peace sign on a friend when I was 16, but 
it kind of came out egg-shaped.” 

It wasn’t until his roommate came 
home with some early reverse tribal 
work from the legendary Leo Zulueta 
that Schultz realized how artistic tat¬ 
tooing could be. “After seeing my room¬ 
mate’s, I wanted to get tattooed and I 
think I started to fall in love with tattoos,” 
Schultz says. “My friend bought me a kit, 
and I started tattooing my friends out of

my home. I still wanted to be a sculptor, 
but one day, I got a phone call to work in a 
shop in Newport Beach.” 

It didn’t take long for Schultz to work 
his way up the totem pole in Newport 
Beach, and soon, he helped open Balboa 
Tattoo and a second shop in Costa Mesa. 

A disagreement caused Schultz to part 
ways with the other owner, and Schultz 
took over the Costa Mesa location. “The 
owner [would] make me stay there in 
the shop when I wanted to leave early. 

It taught me discipline in the industry. It 
was hard, but I can appreciate that now,” 
Schultz says. “I go against that myself as 
an owner; it’s just not who I am. If my guys 
want to leave early, they can leave early.” 

Through it all, his family has been the 
most important force. “My wife, Julie, has 
been my muse for 20 years,” he says, “and 
my daughters—Sierra, Madeline and Del¬ 
aney—inspire me daily.”

Vaping is always about custom tastes. Each user might have a different goal 
for vaping: be it flavor, clouds or customization.

Two words: Bold. Flavor. Dripping 
tends to give you the cleanest, 
"truest" of flavors with dense, bold 
clouds. It also seems to intensify 
the throat hit without skimping out 
on flavor. Another great aspect of 
dripping is the ability to vape many 
different flavors in one sitting without 
having to change tanks or fill an entire 
tank just to try a bit of flavor that you 
got a small craving for. 

Many users begin by hacking a pen 
style e-cig. Although it's a simple 


hack, as always, it is DEFINITELY 
recommended to educate yourself 
before trying any mods on your own- 
try consulting a shop for help. Once 
committed, a drip vaper will usually 
move on to a more customizable 
atomizer such as a rebuildable dripping 
atomizer and hack and mod away! 

What about heat? Are you into 
burning your lips on atomizers? That's 
sick, get some help. For the rest of 
us, there are drip tips! Drip tips are 
the little mouth pieces that plug into 
the atomizer to keep a user from 
getting hotlips. Most of these drip 
tips are wide enough to be able to 
be dripped directly down as well 
(recommended if you have steady 
hands or a fondness of spilled e-juice 
in your mouth). They come in a vast 
array of styles and types. 

There IS an art to dripping that 
one will quickly learn through trial 
and error. Always start small-you 
can always add but you can't always 
subtract (don't flood!). Take notes on 
what works and what doesn't. The fun 
in customization is trying new things 
and learning what works for you. Get 
to know you & treat yourself.

Angels and Demons 

Cadillac Tramps offshoot Santos y Sinners do the low-down dirty blues

Y ou could hold a pretty great 

music fest with only bands and 
solo projects that have connec¬ 
tions to the Cadillac Tramps: 
WaxApples. Flock of Goo Goo. Manic 
Hispanic. X Members. The Black Diamond 
Riders. Jonny “Two Bags” Wickersham. 

Not to mention all the unnamed one-offs 
and shoulda-beens that never made it past a 
rehearsal space. 

Now tack on another to that fantasy bill: 
Santos y Sinners, five guys who pump out 
dirty, primal blues that sounds as if it’s been 
knifed in the face and dragged through sev¬ 
eral miles of Mississippi red-clay back road. 
But, you know, in a good way. 

The new group make perfect sense, a 
deeper sonic extension birthed from the 
Tramps’ animated belter Mike “Gabby” 
Gaborno and guitar slinger Brian Coakley 
that dive fully into the blues roots their 
more iconic—yeah, 25-plus years on, we can 
say “iconic”—band always scrambled their 
punk rock souls with. 

You kind of wonder why it took so long, 
but Gabby and Coakley were just waiting 
for their secret weapon: Eric VonHerzen 
(EV to his friends), a harmonica blower 
who has been around the county roots 
scene for a good couple of decades, per¬ 
forming with bands such as the Atomic 
Road Kings and playing on a long list of 
sessions—that’s his harp you hear on “Drug 
Train,” off Social Distortion’s self-titled 
1990 breakthrough album. (Santos y Sin¬ 
ners also includes drummer Jim Monroe 
and bassist Chris Smith.) 

“I’ve played with some really cool blues 
acts, but most of them don’t have a charis¬ 


matic front man,” says VonHerzen. ‘With 
Gabby out front, it was a no-brainer. He can 
hold the crowd like Screamin’ Jay Hawkins.” 

“And I’ve been known all these years 
as the guy with his dick in his hand and 
his pants down and rubbing his nipples,” 
Gaborno says, “but there’s also stacks of 
stories and poetry that have been burning 
a hole in my soul, and Santos gives me a 
chance to get those stories out there.” 

Just a few shows into the life of Santos, 
and Coakley thinks the band have found 
their focus: raw blues with a slight Tom 
Waits tinge, avoiding the done-to-death 
standards in favor of darker traditional 
songs such as “Killing Floor,” and set list 
twists like the Clash’s “Guns of Brixton” and 
the Texas Tornados’ “(Hey Baby) Que Paso.” 

“By the time everyone’s throwing their 2 
cents into these old blues songs, they defi¬ 
nitely have a new bent to them,” Coakley 
explains. ‘“Guns of Brixton’ is actually a 
really bluesy song when you think about it. 
Throw in EV’s harmonica, and it becomes 
really something.” 

There are plans for original songs, more 
shows, some eventual recording. But as 
much of a pedal-through-the-floorboard 
joyride Santos promises, Coakley is also 
busying himself with a documentary proj¬ 
ect on the Cadillac Tramps’ story. 

It’s an important one. The Tramps 
helped to keep Orange County punk alive 
in the gap years between the Adolescents/ 
Middle Class/Social Distortion era and the 
Great Offspring Explosion of 1994. Directed 
by Coakley’s wife, Jamie, Life On the Edge 
is expected to finish shooting over the sum¬ 
mer, with a plan for sponsorship deals and 


crowd-funding contributions to complete 
the editing, then submitting it to next year’s 
festival circuit. 

The Coakleys had talked about doing a 
film project on the Tramps before, but after 
the notoriously hard-living Gaborno suf¬ 
fered a stroke in 2009 and more recently 
came down with serious liver and kidney 
issues (he currently does dialysis three 
times per week), the need to preserve the 
band’s legacy became much more urgent. 

Shooting began in the spring of 2014, 
and so far, the project has been unexpect¬ 
edly illuminating, evolving into something 
much bigger than planned. “It’s turned 
into a really humbling experience,” says 
Coakley. “We really had no idea how many 
people we touched as a band. It’s pretty 
trippy when you have these big-time stars 
like Skinhead Rob from the Transplants 
get choked up in the interview we did, say¬ 
ing that our song ‘Alright’ helped get him 
through his uncle dying of AIDS. [There 
are] others saying that a certain song we 
wrote helped get them through a hard 
time in their life, or inspired them to go do 
something. And it’s not just two or three 
people. After a while, we asked ourselves, 
What the fuck were we doing when this 
was going on?”’ 

The goal is to make Life On the Edge 
something more substantial than a familiar 
rise-fall-rise-again music doc. Coakley also 
aims to deliver a message about hepatitis C, 
a disease that has touched band members 
and their friends. “Some of our friends were 
all fucking and screwing around when we 
were younger, and now, as we’re getting 
older, it starts to affect you in your late 40s 


and 50s,” Coakley says. “Then in your 60s, 
you develop liver cancer that progressively 
eats away at your liver, and there are dif¬ 
ferent stages of cirrhosis. So with the film, 
we want to try to not only tell the story of 
the band, but also raise some awareness, so 
maybe when the doc is ready, we can try 
to align ourselves with some groups and 
organizations, try to do something more 
purposeful. It would also be great if the film 
can help us get Gabby some new parts.” 

Gaborno admits that dialysis is rough 
going, but once he gets onstage, it feels as 
though that’s all the medication he needs. 
There are also precious life moments that 
make him feel grateful for every day he’s 
still vertical. ‘When I was younger, I always 
thought that being rich was having a yacht 
and a girl with a 6-foot tongue,” he jokes. 
“But since my own mortality has come into 
question, when you hear that you may not 
live, all of a sudden, you start living. Now, 
rich, to me... I have a 5-year-old boy, and 
I’m a Little League coach. That’s millionaire 
status to me. A bunch of little kids running 
up to me and calling me coach is beyond 
what I could ever dream.”

Delta Spirit go big before they go home

F or the better part of the past year, 
Delta Spirit have been as busy as 
they’ve ever been. Touring behind 
their fourth—and highest-chart¬ 
ing—effort, Into the Wide, they’re relent¬ 
lessly zig-zaggingthe country. Though not 
yet a household name, the group retain a 
fervent fan base. Before they take a break, 
singer Matt Vasquez and his band mates— 
already known for their dynamic live 
shows—determined they wanted to give 
fans something that celebrates what Delta 
Spirit have done for the past decade. 

“Knowing that we’re not going to do 
our own show for a while, we wanted 
to do something that was unique,” he 
explains while taking a breather in Aus¬ 
tin, where he’s writing a song with friend 
Robert Ellis. “We thought, ‘Why not bring 
some friends along and jam instead of 
having an opener?”’ 

So far, they’ve enlisted Ellis, members 
of Cold War Kids, Young the Giant, Deer 
Tick, the Walkmen and Dr. Dog to join 
them onstage. Many of the guests will 
only feature in their respective outposts, 
but some will travel with the quintet for 
the duration of the tour. “We’ve been 
friends with a lot of folks for a lot of 
years,” Vasquez says. “It’s kind of a mish- 
mosh of our larger community, which is 
kind of insane because we’ve met a lot of 
great people along the way.” 

The spontaneous nature of these 
shows—which won’t have a set list—is 
something the group sees as both chal¬ 
lenging and exciting. They’ve been 


rehashing deeper, older songs Delta 
Spirit haven’t played in a while—or 
ever—in addition to learning a number of 
covers and their friends’ music. Though 
they’re slightly concerned at how their 
fans will react to the constant lineup 
shuffling during any one show, the singer 
says, having a friend onstage will serve 
as enough of an endorsement to quell 
any fears. 

While talks of an extended break may 
alarm some fans, Vasquez says there 
isn’t any dissension in the ranks. On 
top of an upcoming solo album, he has 
a child on the way. His band mates also 
have side projects that will keep them 
busy until the time comes for them to 
begin work on their next album. Vasquez 
projects the break will last a little more 
than a year, which doesn’t necessarily 
mean they’ll be inactive. Ultimately, he 
believes, the time will help the band 
ready their next batch of material with¬ 
out worrying about the pressures of 
meeting a deadline. He puts a rough 
time frame of their next release to be in 
around 18 months. 

“We aren’t the type of people who can 
shit out 10 songs,” Vasquez says. “We just 
want to take the time and make it good- 
like last time—which isn’t that long.”

A s the four members of Blue Eyed Lucy 
crowd around a hightop at the Wayfarer in 
Costa Mesa, a reggae band sets up onstage. Not 
only is it Taco Tuesday, but it's also Reggae Night, 
and despite the middle-aged ensemble not being 
ready to go on at 9 p.m. sharp, the volume in the 
bar has already been cranked up. 

The band members can hardly hear one 
another, but that doesn't matter, as they laugh 
and riff off whatever fragments of sentences 
they can pick up. "We're actually releasing an EP 
right here at the Wayfarer on July 23,"says Blue 
Eyed Lucy's singer/guitarist, Armand Lance. "It's 
the first studio release we've ever done. We're 
releasing a full-length afterward, but the EP is 
made up of some older songs that didn't fit. It's 
a more rootsy, old-school rock & roll sound that 
we're kind of growing away from, but we still 
wanted to show it respect." 

Lance is now the only original member left 
of what started as a three-piece. "Armand 
comes up with the basis of a song, then we go 
through it and change it," explains bassist Sam 
Schlenker. "I don't even know how to play rock 
& roll bass." 

Schlenker, who met Lance at Chapman Uni¬ 
versity, uses his jazz background to combine with 
guitarist Vince Phung's '90s rock sound, which 
brings another level to the band's sound. "These 
guys want to jam and do all of this artsy stuff, 
like a seven-and-a-half count—I don't do that," 
Phung says. "Everything is like grunge for me." 

Adds drummer James Mozina, "I just go by 
how it feels. I play to the song." This final piece 


of Blue Eyed Lucy's new "psych-y punk & roll" 
sound was brought to the band by one of their 
original members. 

"He doesn't even like half of the songs we 
make," Lance jokes of Mozina. "I don't write 
songs expecting them to be changed. I go in with 
the mentality that it's good enough that it doesn't 
need much work, but they always change it, and 
it's always for the better." 

While Blue Eyed Lucy may be focusing on 
creating the best songs they possibly can, 
they're aware of the changing OC music scene, 
how it can be a tough place for young bands 
to make a name for themselves. But it's not just 
other bands they're competing with; it's also the 
crowd. "Like anywhere, great artists will come 
out of OC, but it doesn't really cultivate them," 
Schlenker says. "It's not a culture to go see a 
live band anymore. Bands don't get the respect 
in general that they used to. Maybe it's because 
it's switched backto dance music now that the 
old pop/punk music is gone, but it's just not a cool 
thing to go see a live rock band these days." 

"For instance," Lance adds, "[the Wayfarer] is 
one of the best places for live music here in OC, 
and there's only a $5 cover to get in. I was here 
last Friday, and I didn't even come in because it 
was a $30 cover to see some DJ. It's more about 
DJsthan bands."
